Albuquerque. N. M., Oct. 16.—On ar­ 
riving here President Taft was greeted 
by the largest audience of his ter­ 
ritorial trip of the past three days. 
He aroused intense enthusiasm by a 
repetition of the declarations he made 
in Arizona that he favored statehood 
for the two remaining territories of 
the United States and would do all in 
his power to see that the long-de­ 
ferred hopes of the people of Arizona 
and New Mexico be gratified. 
At Laguna, a township made up en­ 
tirely of Indians, the president was 
mot by a local committee of Indians, 
and he had one of the most unique en­ 
tertainm ents of his trip. 
As he sat in a little canopied stand 
in the plaza enclosed with adobe huts 
and walls, the president was showered 
with presents. 
There were blankets 
of gaudy color, Indian bonds and oth­ 
er offerings which the red men had 
fashioned in his honor. The plaza it­ 
self and the walls and the terraced 
roofs of the adobe houses were lined 
with Indians, the squawB being attired 
in fantastic costumes which showed 
all the brighter under the glare of an 
unclouded sun. 
There was hardly a squaw in the 
pueblo that did not have a bright­ 
eyed, chubby-faced little papoose ei­ 
ther in her arms or swung on her 
back. 
More little Indian boys and 
girls were arranged in a long row to 
welcome the president and each one 
carried an American flag. 
From the plaza, crowded by a cu­ 
rious throng of Indians, the president 
went to the church, an adobe building. 
In a little speech spoken slowly and 
with emphasis on each sylable in or­ 
der that all who spoke English at all 
might understand, the president as­ 
sured the Indians of the good will of 
the government and urged them to be 
good farmers and good artisans. 
He 
was warmly applauded and every In 
dian wanted to shake his hand. 
Mr. Taft was presented with an es­ 
pecially attractive Navajo blanket for 
Mrs. Taft. It was woven by the same 
Indian squaw, Elle of Geqeado, who 
made the blanket which was presented 
to Mrs. Roosevelt at the time of the 
former president’s visit in this city. 
In all his speeches the president 
again urged the people of Arizona and 
New Mexico to take time and to de­ 
liberate in the formation of their new 
state constitution once they have been 
admitted to the Union. The president 
seems to take it for granted that 
statehood is soon to came to the ter­ 
ritories. although he is careful to say 
that his authority is only of the execu­ 
tive and that the first action must 
'•orae from the legislative branch of 
the government.

Both Tote Were Weeping When Found 
by a Detective—-Eldest Child Un­ 
able to Say Where They Had Been 
8ince They Were Taken From Their 
Home—Little Girl 
Too Young to 
Make Any Statement. 


Chicago, Oct. lo.—Two Italian chil­ 
dren, identified from photographs as 
Tomasso and Grace 
Viviano, who 
were kidnapped from St. Louis Aug. 
2, last, and who have been sought 
since by the police of many cities, 
were found wandering aimlessly on 
the North Side of the city by Detective 
Stephen Parodi of the Chicago avenue 
police station. 
The children when found were sit­ 
in g on a curbstone at North Halsted 
and Rees streets. Both were weeping, 
the little girl, who is less than four 
years old, sobbing bitterly, and To- 
ma3So, her cousin, who is seven years 
cid, trying to comfort her. 
Detective Parodi took the children 
in his arms and asked them where 
they lived. Tomasso said that he did 
not know. 
Remembering the Viviano 
case, he asked Tomasso if his name 
was Viviano 
The bey nodded his 
head as if to confirm his identity. 
The children were taken to the North 
Side district headquarters station and 
Police Inspector O’Brien took charge 
cf the case. Photographs of the miss­ 
ing St. Louis children were immedi­ 
ately procured from the central de­ 
tective bureau and Inspector O’Brien 
was convinced on comparing them 
with the homeless foundlings that the 
recovered 
children were 
the 
long 
sought victims of the St. Louis kid­ 
napping. 
Child Could Not Tell. 
Tomasso, the elder of the children, 
was asked by the inspector and Cap 
tain Rehm where he and Grace, who 
is his cousin, had been since they 
were taken from their home in St. 
Louis. 
The child could give no in­ 
telligent answer. 
He said he did not 
know where he lived and could give 
no account of his abandonment. 
At the Chicago avenue police sta 
tlon it was stated th at the boy ap 
peared to be in a dazed condition and 
the little girl was too young to give 
any 
comprehensive 
statem ent con­ 
cerning herself. 
Inspector O’Brien notified the St. 
Louis police of the recovery of the 
children 
and 
their 
parents in St. 
Louis also were notified and are ex­ 
pected to arrive here today to re­ 
claim 
them. 
Meanwhile 
detectives 
are searching Italian sectionH of the 
city in an endeavor to learn who 
abandoned the children and where 
they had been since their mysterious 
disappearance from St. Louis last 
summer. 
Captain J. M. Schoppe and Sergeant 
Adraveno of the St. Louis police de­ 
partm ent, who know the Viviano chil­ 
dren, arrived here and made positive 
Identification of the boy and girl. 
Night Chief of Police Gillaspy said 
he had received information that the 
Vivianos paid about $2,700 as a ran 
tom recently. The money, according 
to Chief Gillaspy's authority, was paid 
in two installments, part of it ti# a 
woman confederate in St. Louis coun­ 
ty and the remainder in an Illinois 
town.

They denied they had paid any part of 
tee ransom demanded for the safe re­ 
turn of their children.

She stands for all 
noble and lofty ideals and in her 
quiet dignified manner has won the 
love and confidence of all her pa­ 
tients. 
Wherever this hospital is 
known, Miss W hittaker’s presence 
stands out prominently as an illum­ 
inating star “ in the sad vale of 
tears.” 
She has 
been 
most 
ably 
seconded by Miss Strangways and it 
is with regret that I learn that these 
two estimable women are soon to 
leave you. 
“The trained nurse has become a 
necessity to our civilization and al­ 
though men and women have under­ 
taken nursing for many generations, 
it is only in the past century that 
any serious trainingwascontemplated 
As late as 1870, the period of train­ 
ing in Guys Hospital, London, was 
only six months and even Miss Flor­ 
ence Nightingale, the acknowledged 
pioneer in the art of nursing, con­ 
sidered that a nurse could receive 
sufficient training in one year. 
It 
is freely admitted that the nursing of 
a patient is only a little less im­ 
portant than the medical treatment 
and in some cases it may even come 
first. 
It is’ therefore more import­ 
ant that a nurse should have the 
most complete and thorough train­ 
ing and be thoroughly adapted for 
the work. 
If ever there was an oc­ 
cupation to which only those who 
have a distinct call should turn their 
attention, surely it is nursing. 
A 
woman is not justified in taking to 
nursing for the sole purpose of get­ 
ting a living nor the gravity of the 
occupation cannot be too much in­ 
sisted 
upon. 
A successful 
nurse 
must have good health. The demands 
are so exacting and continuous that 
the strongest even will become fa­ 
tigued. 
Strange as it may seem, 
nurses are often very careless in mat­ 
ters pertaining to their own health. 
Close association with sickness often 
breeds a disregard for the ordinary 
principles of healthy living. 
They 
should have good, nourishing food, 
frequent baths and a certain time 
devoted to daily exercise in the open 
air. 
Her personal appearance must 
always be tidy and neat and her 
aprons and dresses, simple and clean. 
Her whole bearing should be quiet, 
refined and dignified, together with 
patience and good natured cheer­ 
fulness. 
But with all this the nurse 
needs the personal suitability. Some­ 
one has said that there is no magic 
in training. 
Training cannot make 
a hard woman into a nurse, not three 
years nor twenty years will make a 
nurse of a woman unless she has the 
nursing character in her. 
Ineffic­ 
iency in a nurse is much more often 
due to want of character than to a 
lack of intelligence. 
The work itself 
will never raise the characters of 
those 
who 
have 
adopted 
as 
a 
pastime or only as a means of main- 
tanance. On the contrary, the wrong 
woman, so far from improving, will 
deteriorate. 
She will 
become the 
harder for her training and the 
coarser for her familiarity with the 
sick room. 
There is nothing that, 
more certainly elevates the work of 
nursing, than the evidence that be­ 
yond the skill of the trained nui*se 
lie the sympathy, the tenderness and 
the self sacrifice of the true and 
earnest woman. 
Where the moral 
fiber is the strongest, training will 
give the best results. 
On the other 
hand, the nurse must avoid attempts 
at familiarity and too close intimacy 
with her patients. 
You should not 
talk over personal matters, your love 
affairs, nor jest and joke about per­ 
sonal peculiarities. 
In other words,

duties, and especially is this true in 
some of the poorer homes to which 
you may be called. 
You may be 
asked to keep an eye on the small 
children, wash their faces, comb their 
hair and do various other little kind 
acts which help to gladden and 
spread sunshine around you. 
Make 
the people feel th at you take an in­ 
terest in their happiness and com­ 
fort. 
The early nurses won the love 
and confidence of the public because 
of their sincerity of purpose. 
Then 
came a period when the professional 
elem ent 
predominated 
with 
such 
lim itations 
as 
to 
the 
duties 
of 
the nurse, that valuable as her ser^ 
vices were, she was often regarded 
jus more of a luxury, than a person 
of usefulness. 
I, myself, have heard 
people say that we can’t have a 
trained nurse, because there is no 
one In the house to w ait On her. How 
did they get this Impression? 
Sim­ 
ply becAUse they had met or heard of 
nome burse who was doing her work 
entirely for what money there was 
in it and who was sadly w anting 
iii the true nursing spirit. 
“ You will often find your work 
laborious and be in a position of 
great responsibility for which work 
you should receive just rem uneration. 
Nurses should receive the highest fee 
consistent with the ability of the 
people to pay, but such fee should 
not be beyond the means of the 
average family in your community. 
You should m aintain a good standard 
of prices in keeping w ith the ser­ 
vices rendered, at the same time re­ 
membering that one can compensate 
you at the rate of $25 or $30 for 
work much easier than another can 
at $15 or $20 and both be equally 
deserving and equally grateful. 
“ It is well known th a t one of the 
best ways to reach a man, and I may 
say a woman, is by way of his or her 
stomach. 
The subject of dietetics 
is becoming of more and more im­ 
portance and every year m arks a 
great advance in the study of domes­ 
tic science. 
So much so th at the 
m ajority of institutions in this coun­ 
try have some one thoroughly trained 
presiding over the kitchen. 
Per­ 
sonally I think it more im portant 
th at a nurse knows w hat articles of 
diet are suitable in a given case, and 
why they are given in th at case, then 
to have a thorough knowledge of 
anatom y and physiology. 
To be able 
to present a neat tray w ith the pro­ 
per articles on it is one of the most 
im portant of a nurses duty in private 
practice and one which gives her 
patient a great deal of m aterial com­ 
fort. 
The tray should never be load­ 
ed w ith large quantities of food. The 
linen must always be spotless, the 
dishes the most dainty th at the house 
affords, the addition of a little spray 
of fern or dainty flower on the tray 
adds to the appetitizing effect and 
will be greatly appreciated especially 
by your lady patients. 
The sick 
room should always be as tidy as 
possible, with proper attention to the 
ventilation, assuring a plentiful sup­ 
ply of fresh air. 
Of late years there 
has developed all over this country 
a very healthful and beneficial cus­ 
tom, th at of sleeping out of doors. 
You may not be in a position to have 
your patient outside but you can al­ 
ways see th at windows or doors are 
opened in such a way as to procure 
the maximum am ount of ozone. 
“ Your relation to the medical pro­ 
fession should be ifniformly loyal. 
The doctor and the nurse working 
agreeably together for the same end, 
th at is the restoration of the sick to 
health, are sure to win the best re­ 
sults. 
You will invariably find th at 
the doctor is your best friend and he 
should have and is entitled to your 
healthy co-operation as long as you 
are on a case for him. 
The methods 
of one physician may differ greatly 
from th at of another and both be 
equally successful, so th at one m ust 
be careful, even in your own mind, 
not to condemn m ethods with which 
you may not be fam iliar. 
Neither is 
it 
wise 
to 
assume 
responsibility 
which does not belong to you and 
attem pt to dictate the treatm ent in 
any case. 
“ Your profession owes its standard 
of excellence largely to the medical 
profession, '’'bile on the other hand 
modern medicine and surgery owe 
much of their success to the modern 
nurse. 
“United they stand, divided 
they fall.” 
“ Members of the graduating class. 
I congratulate you most heartily on 
having completed your course of 
train in g in such a thorough and sat­ 
isfactory m anner. 
You are at the 
beginning of your career. 
The fu­ 
ture may hold m ysteries in store for 
you but if it is your determ ination 
to hold up the high standard of your 
school, which has been established 
by the former graduates, your suc­ 
cess is assured.”
